WASHINGTON, April 4.—The house de- 


cided today to vote on the Cuban ques- 
tion resolutions Monday next immedi- 
ately after the reading of the journal.

of the United States for the settlement 
of the trouble.

ant question soon to he settled is the 
manner in which the next raisin crop is 
to be handled aud marketed. Whether 
your raisins are to be hurriedly con- 
signed into tiio eastern markets, aa here- 
tofore, to be sold iu competition with 
those of your neieubor, which method 
during past years haa resulted so unsat- 
isfactory on account of ruinously low 
prices, or whether the ruieiue can be 
held hero in California until sold is the 
question, 
Prosperity cannot well be expected by 


the raisin grower so long aa he continues 
sending Uifl raisina oast to be uoUi at 
such prices aa tho eastern buyer may fix 
for them, for no manufacturer can pros- 
per who allows tho buyer to fix prices 
for him. The raiain growcra do not even 
allow tbe law of supply and demand to 
adjust prices, but insist upon dumping 
the entire crop upon the market at oucu 
imd compelling the buyera to take the 
whole of it within, say, ninety days, let- 
ting no reasonable offer made within 
that time pass. 


The demand for rniflina extends over 


the whole year and if the whole year's 
eupply uiuat be marketed within three 
months ftt tho buyers' price, the price 
must necessarily be a low one.

There 
is a law on the subjec1, and it is wise 
and .calculated to be beneficial and 
should he enforced. It Is bad enough 
when we fellows, who are old and tough 
and have no braina to apeak of, to injure, 
convert ourselves into smoked meat by 
the 
fire-at-one-end-and-fool-at-tbe-other 


process, but it ia vastly worse when a 
child who has a chance of being some- 
thing in the world doe? a similar thing. 
I have observed, toan extent, the action 
of nicotine on the system, and, while I 
believe that'moot men can endure it 
without perceptible injury, I am equally 
convinced that boys can not. Especially, 
a boy can not if he haa any brains to be 
injured; some boya are safe. In youth 
tbe use of tobacco (particularly in cigar- 
ette form, when inhaled) deadens tbe 
Intellect. I ought to know, for I have 
one friend who was placed in an insane 
asylum by smoking while a boy, and an- 
other who ought to be there, if be la not. 
If I had a boy who took to cigarette 
emoking (and that is the form in which 
boya usually take their amokes), I would 
argue with him, remonstrate with him, 
threaten him, and, if this did not work, 
I would chloroform him, I gueaa.

migiit bettor be peacefully dead than to 
be tbo thing ttmc some cigarette amokers 
are. 
But parents and teachers will Hmve 


to look out for the boys; no child of 8 or 
10 years of age krows enough to proper- 
ly care for himself.

Deputy Diatrict Attorney E. A. Wil- 


liams returned yesterday morning from 
the West Side where he went to prose- 
cute the case against Frank Forgey and 
W, T. Downing for abducting Clara 
Brandon.

HOHKSTY AT A DISADVANTAGE 


Comments ou Occurrences Attract- 


ing Atteutiou During: the 


Fust Week. 


SAX FRANCISCO, April 3.—There are no 


men more interested in morals than 
those who hive none. I have noticed 
thie in editorial writers. Perhaps where 
there IB a respect so great for morals, to 
moke personal use ot them would eeera 
an impertinent familiarity. The peren- 
nial inter jst is possibly due to an ever- 
present consciousness of a deficiency. 
And it is the same with cities as with 
men. San Francisco ia talking morala 
jaet now, newspaper morala, and haa 
not the discretion to take (or its model 
the famous chapter on snakes ia Ireland. 
The town has a very poor opinion ol ita 
press, in point of character, yet the 
press here, as elsewhere, ia a tolerably 
good gauge of the community that aup- 
porta it, or, rather, that does not kill ii 
when it is found out. The Examine), ol 
coarse, is the occasion for the debating. 
That paper, it is Been, has no defense 
to make against the proofs which have 
been furnished that it agreed for $1000 a 
month to be kind to the Southern Pa- 
cific. Mr. Hearst baa not chosen to 
come to the rescue ol his persona! 
honor, and henceforward he takes his 
place with moat of the other publishers, 
and his paper is to rank with the ma- 
chines for making money to which all 
that comes is grist. It is a good deal of 
a shock, but if Mr. Hearst and the 
Examiner can 
etand it others will 


manage to reconcile themselves. Another 
illusion goes—the illusion that in jour- 
nalism the millionaire is lees tempted 
by money than the poor man. The 
strength of that illusion in politics we 
all know. Mr. Hearst will have to he 
given up. If there existed an honest 
contract for that $30,000 worth of rail- 
road advertising he surely would de- 
mand its production. 
If the whole 


transaction hail been 
legitimate 
he 


would insist on all its details being 
made known. If he knew nothing of 
the blackmailing done by his employes, 
it is natural to answer that when it was 
dlecloeed to him he would have dis- 
charged them and refunded the dirty 
money. Had the $8000 remaining un- 
paid on the $30,000 when the railroad 
company refused to give more, been 
honestly due, it is incomprehensible, on 
the theory of hifl probity, why he did 
not sue for it. If there waa no written 
advertising contract where so large a 
Bum aa $30,000 wai involved, that fact 
of itself would be eloquent of the scaly 
nature of the service bargained for. If 
the whole business was ugly and dishon- 
orable and not fit to see the light, Mr. 
Hearst and the Examiner would be ex- 
pected to act precisely as they are act- 
ing. I did not think it of him, but a 
man who will not defend, himself by 
challenging the revelation of the truth 
in its entirety, cannot complain if others 
are left without anything to 0ay for him. 


The preea here was not well thought 


of before; now it costs the aelf-respect* 
lug 
journalist an added 
effort 
to 


straighten his shoulders. The busineea 
man feels strengthened in hia scorn. 
And to be scorned by tbe business man 
is hard. His ways inflame the editorial 
writer. But the business man does not 
run an editorial page, and so escapes 
the guilt of hypocrisy. He detents the 
press, and for cause. A merchant, who 
las been in politics and was in office, 
and stole nothing and deserves the 
honor in which he is held, said to me 
once: "We have to keep a newspaper 
account, juat aa we keep an insurance 
account, a labor account, or any other 
expense account. The newspaper tax 
is one of the recognized items of fixed 
cost in any business. I don't mean 
necessary advertising; that's all right. 
I mean blackmail simply. If we don't 
advertise when we don't need to and 
would rather not, we know what to ex- 
pect—abuse that is injurious to our in- 
terests and wounding to our feelings. A 
man with a hidden scoundrel ia his 
family, for instance, or one who has 
unscrupulous rivals wilting to pay for 
attacks can only do business on condi- 
tion that he eh&l! keep on the good side 
ot the newspapers, uaily and weekly. 
There ara exceptions, to be sure, but 
they are few. The press is a parasite, a 
nasty, biting, blood-sucking parasite, on 
the business community of San Fran- 
cisco. Most of the papers would perish 
but for blackmail. Any scoundrel can 
make a living by laying in enough type 
to get out a weekly. Yes, I submit to 
it myself. I have to for the «ake of my 
business." 


Thia reminded me of a millionaire 


friend who whacked the table with an 
angry and disgusted hand and cried put: 
"Why, I know the price of supervisors 
aa well aa a housewife knows the price 
of meat at the butcher's I" 


A few days ago an official of one of 


our moat important corporations, which 
uses a large "protection fund," with 
which the newspapers, supervisors and 
legislators are acquainted, surprised me 
by saying that in his opinion one who 
gave a bribe was as bad as the person 
who took it. As a generality that is 
true, and there ie no oonbt that the sys- 
tem of purchase which has grown up 
here—tbe system followed by rich men 
and corporations—has bred a moral con- 
dition that ia appalling. In one view 
the bribers are responsible; if they re- 
fused to corrupt there would be no 
newspapers and no officials corrupted. 
But in another view, their own, they 
are compelled in self-defense to bribe. 
What one does tbe other must do or be 
at a disadvantage. There is this to be 
aaid f or the bribe-giver: He protends 
to be nothing more than a money- 
maker. But the official who takes s 
bribe betrays a specific trust, and BO 
does a newspaper. The trust in ita case 
has not been officially imposed, but it 
haa been.voluntarily assumed. In both 
cases the betrayal of ' the* public is 
equally shameful; - I urged tbat on my 
corporation friend, and it seemed to 
comfort htm. "But," he said, "it is t 
dirty business all round, and ia bourn 
to work its own cure sooner or later 
Things have got so now that scarcely 
anybody will do anything without being 
paid for it. By yielding to blood Buck 
era wo breed more of them. And this 
must go on progressively until the very 
men who are at the disbursing end o 
the criminal ayetem will revolt attains 
it and combine to get rid of it. The tax 
ii frightful and it ia constantly getting 
to be heavier. We are not under illu 
aiona as to the character of the means 
by which we control legislation, the 
courts and the press. It is wicked, i 
ia vile, it is indefensible. But until w< 
combine we shall have to endure. 
Ant 


we are accused of liking it! 
We are

•ike. Rich men are like other men 
and have a preference for a clear con 
science, and, aa they wouldn't be ricl 
were they not fond of money, it' 
rather absurd to credit them with a 
habit of giving bribes for the fun of it 
Why shouldn't we desire our hones 
prese and our honest government?

The Dates for Holding Primaries 


and a County Convention . 


Fixed. 


A mass-meeting of Democrats was 


held yesterday afternoon at DoWilt 
hall in response to a call issued by the 
county central committee. There was a 
fair attendance and an interesting de- 
bate. 


The meeting waa for the purpose of 
'advising" the central committee In re- 
gard to the selection ot dolegatea^to tbe 
county convention which ia to gselect 
representatives to the state convention. 
It had been the intention of Dr. Mau- 
pin, G. G. (-toucher and others to have 
the delegates to the couuty convention 
selected by the central committee. They 
said thia was for the purpose of "saving 
the expense of holding primaries." 


But the ' 'ante-convention" mftsa- 


meetina: yeeterday waa opposed to thia 
plan. There wae a strong delegation 
from Selma, led by Judge E. H. Tucker, 
besides other country Democrate and a 
number from this citv, who took a firm 
etand against this. It bad been noised 
about that an attempt would be made 
to send a Southern Pacific delegation to 
the atate convention,. and that it would 
therefore be necessary to take the selec- 
tion of delegates out of the handa of the 


P1Tbee'meeting at DeWItt hall ,waa 
called to order at 1.30 by Dr. Maupin, 
chairman of the central committee. He 
stated the purpose of tbe meeting and 
suggested that the central committee 
meet formally and listen to expressions 
of opinion from the visiting Democrats. 
The plan caused considerable protest. It 
was decided to hold tbe maea meeting 
first, and then the central committee 
could meet and act upon the mass meet- 
ing's suggestions. Here the first sign of 
opposition showed itaelf and it waa clear 
ihat the "opposition" was in full con- 
trol. 


The organization of tbe mass meeting 


was perfected by the selection of W. T. 
Oaborn as chairman and James A. Ward 
aa secretary. 


Senator Goucher spoke in favor of 


eaving to the central committee the se- 
ection of the delegates to the county 
convention, to "save expenses of pri- 
maries." 


E. H. Tucker of Selma moved that tho 


delegates be selected by primaries, and 
hat tbe delegates so selected meet in 
convention and elect delegates to the 
state convention, which will choose dele- 
gates to the national convention. Die- 
cuaeion followed. Finally W. D. Grady 
wrote out the 
following resolution, 


moved its adoption aud it wae carried: 


Resolved, That it is tbe sense of tho 


meeting that the Democratic county 
central committee make arrangements 
and issue a call for primaries for the 
selection of delegates in the various pre- 
cincta throughout the county, to a 
county convention to be held in the city 
of Fresno at such time as the county 
committee may see proper." 


Only one voice wae heard in opposi- 


ioo to the resolution. The mass meet- 
lit then adjourned.

The central committee convened at 


once and want into executive session. 
A ballot was taken and it waa decided to 
lold primaries on May 23d and the con- 
vention on June 5th. It was further

men,

women, some of whom wore brilliant 
tiaras or coronets npou their beads. Eo 
stared at them for a low minutes and at 
iie tremendous throng of people, but 
after that ho thought only of what was 


iug on in tho arena. 
There were chariot racee, and Cyril 


could not help beiug intensely excited by 
:ho mad rneh of tho contending teams, 
while all tlio thousands who looked on 
shouted and raved. After tho races, 
however, came scenes sonio of which 
made him shudder. There wore foot races 
and boxing matches, but these wcro coou 
over, and then tliero were contests be- 
tween paira of swordsmen, spearmen, 
olubmou, and tho like, in which tlio 
fight weut on until one of tho combat- 
ants wiis slain. Close upon the lost of 
these duels, bauds of gladiators marched 
111 from opposite sides of the itreuu nud 
charged each other like detachments of 
soldiers upon a real battlefield. 


The fighting was furious mid desper- 


ate, but ouo side was soon beateu, for 
tbo parties had not beou equal Ouo 
party had been trained warriors, pro- 
fessional gladiators, aud the other only 
common men, captives taken in a recant 
raid of FilutuB* soldiers upou a wild 
Sribo.beyoiid tho Dead aea.

ing to execute various erimee, IB not one 
Inch now finds credence among people 
generally.

derstood, A life of -profligacy and want 
of purpose leads to results very similar 
to those wrought out in Goethe's master 
work, from which the play ia taken. 
The downward road leads to destruction. 
Evil acts result in barm to the persist- 
ent sinner, who "by hie own reiterated 
crimes heaps on himself damnation." 
To get at the true depth of the work, as 
Goethe intended it, and as Morrison in- 
terprets it, the whole thing must be re- 
garded «3 an allegory, or at least ae a 
visible picture of human nature, which 
we may BOB in real life every day. Those 
who went to tbe theater merely to see 
the red fire and other feate did not enter 
into the better part of tbe performance, 
which consisted in depicting the life of 


man wbo ia willing to 
sacrifice 


character for a life of pleasure and 
frivolity, aud who sooner or latter 
arrives at tbe end of his journey.

As we fipproached the falls we saw 


that tho river banks had been depopulat- 
ed uud the villages were iu ashes. We, 
passed dead bodies floating.

lowed columns ; crowds of fugitives, 
were afloat and hiding among the 
islands.

eral terror, bnt we oould get no infor- 
mation of fta character.

alone, a rich plunder of ivory was iu 
their onmp, end several hundred slaves, 
old and young, wore herded like goats 
nnd heavily lettered in tho slave pen. It 
then appeared that while we had boon 
negotiating with tbo negro chiefs along 
the river, ini&iiig roads, building sta- 
tions and hauling steamers overland, 
tho Arabs of Nyangwo had been coming 
down the river, laying tbe country, 
waste. 
Wo bad at laat met, about GO 


miles below tho falls. 
A jglnuco at tho 


ficonoa of tho cnuip wns flnlllciont to re- 
voul what a future nwaited the KODRO 
valley had \vo not conceived tho project 
of opening tho river to civilizing influ- 
ences. There was not a moment to lose. 
<We had no authority to open firo on tbe 
miscreants. They were subjects of tho 
Prince of Znnzibnr, who wan a protege 
of England, and to plunge into hostili- 
ties with them might possibly involve 
us in serious complications. But while 
wo dared not nso force we believed that 
by continuing tho some system we had 
fonnd so successful with the native 
chiefs we could check the audacity of 
tbo slavers by our mere presence among 
them. After some days spent in cautions' 
and friendly negotiations with the 
Arabs wo were permitted to establish a 
station at tho falls, and after seeing It 
well advanced wo turned tho prows of 
onr steamers down river toward Leo- 
poldville.— Henry M. Stanley in Cen- 
tury.
